Together with an explanation of ſome 
part of the CARTICLES, 
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Articles agreed upon betweene Alexander Earle of 
Leven , Generall of the Scots Forces, Ferdinando 
Lord Fairfax', and the Earle of Mancheſter , Ge. 
zerals of the Engliſh Forces about York , on the 
one part, and Sir Thomas Glenham Knight, Go- 
vernour of the Citie of York, and Colonell Gene. 
rall of the Northerne Armie, of the other part, A- 
zent the ſurrender,and deliverie of the ſaid Citic, 
the Forts, Townes, Cannons, eAmmunition , and 
furniture of warre, belonging thereto , in maner 
after ſpecified, to the ſaid Generalls, for the uſe of 


King and Parliament. 


He ſaid Sir Thomas, as Governour 
' of the ſaid Citie , ſhall ſurrender 
and deliver up the ſame, with the 
Forts, Tower, Cannon. Ammuni- 
tion , and furniture -of Warre , be. 
longing thereunto, betweene this and the fixteenth 
of Fuly inſtant at or about the 11. houre thereof in 
the forenoone, to the ſaid Generals, or any in their 
names, for the uſe aforeſaid,in manner, and upon the 
condition aſter written,

2, That the: Governour , and all Officers and 
Souldicrs , both Horſe and Foot; the Govenours, 
. Officers, and Souldiers of Cliffrds-T ower, the Ofh- 
cers and Souldiers of the Sconce, the Officers. and 
Souldiers belonging to the traine and outworkes, 
ſhall march, out ofthe City on Horſe-back and with 
thcir Armes, flying Colours, Drumes beating, Mat- 
ches lighted on both ends, bullets in their mouths, 
and with all their bag and baggage,that every Soul- 
dicr ſhall have 12 charges of Powder. 

2. Thatthe Officers and ſouldiers ſhallnot march 
above ten miles a day, that they haye accommoda. 
tion of Quarter and convenience of carriages , that a 
Troope of Horſe ont of every of the three Armies, 
ſhalattend upon them for their convoy intheir march, 
that no injurie or affront be offered them, to Skipton, 
orthe next Gariſoh Towne within f{xteene miles of 


the Princesarmie. | 
* 4+, Tharſuch Officers and Souldiers as are ficke 
and kutt;Hd'cannot march out of the Towne, ſhall 
havelibertieto ſtay within untill they bee recovered, 
and then ſhall have paſſage given them togocintothe 
Princes armie, where ever it ſhall be , or to their own 
houles and eſtates, where they may reſt quiet,or whe- 
ther cl{e they ſhall pleaſe, That it may be recommen- 
ded to my Lord Fairfax for their ſubſiſtance during 
cacir cure or being ill. 
© 5. All Officers and Souldiers wives , children and 
Icrvonts now in Towne, may have libcrtic to pc a- 
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long with their husbands, or to them, or if they 
pleaſe to returne to their owne houſes and eftates, 
to enjoy them under ſuch contribution as the reſt of 
the Country payes, that they may have liberty to 
carrie with them their goods, and have a convenient 
time and carriages allowed to carrie them away. 

6. That no Officeror Souldier ſhall bee ſtopt or 
plundered upon his march. 

7. That no man ſhall intice any Officer or ſoul- 
dicr as he marches out of ' the Towne with any 
promiſes of preferment or reward , or any other 
grounds whatſoever. 

8, Thatthe Citizens, and Inhabitants may injoy. 
all their priviledge which formerly they did at the 
beginning of theſe troubles, and may have freedome 
of trade both by Land and Sea ,paying ſuch duties 
and cuſtomes as all other <6 and Towns - under 
the obedience of King and Parliament. .'-_ 

9. Thar the Genifon er Fat "phatd 
ſhall be two parts of thiee at the. leaſt 6f Fork(} 
men, and no free quartcr ſhall be put uponany with- 
out his owne conſent ; and that the armies ſhall-nat 
cnter the City, | 

1D. That in all charges, the Citizens reſident 
and inhabitants ſhall beare ſuch part with the Coun- 
ty at large as was formerly uſed in all other A1- 
leſſements. 

11. That all Citizens, Gentlemen , and Rcfi- 


dems, Sojourners , and every other perſon within 
Tac 
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the City, ſhall all af any time when they pleaſe have 
fxee liberty to remove themſelyes , their_familtes 
and goods, and to diſpoſe thereof and of their 
Eſte at their pleaſure, according to. the law of the 
Land, either to live at their owne honfes or clfe. 
where , and to enjoy - their Goods and Eſtates 
without moleſtation, and-to have protection and 
ſafeguard for that purpoſe, fo that they may reſt 
quietly at their aboad ,' and to travell freely aud 
ſafely about their occaſions, and for their ;better 
remorall they ſhall be furniſhed with carriages, pay- 
ing for their carriages reaſonable rates, 

12. Thar all thofe Gentlemenand other whatſo- 
everthat have Goods within the Cttie, and are ab- 
 fent themſelves, may havefrec liberty to take, car- 
ry away, and diſpoſe of thoſe Goods, as in the laſt 
mn. 

13. That no building be defaced, nor any plun- 
dering, nor taking of any mans perſon , or of any 
part of his Eſtate, and that Juſtice , according to 
Law, within the Citie ſhall be adminiſtred in all 
caſcs by the Magiſtrates, and be affiſted there ifneed 
be by the Gariſon. 

14. Thatall perſons whoſe dwellings are in the 
City, though now abſent, may have the benefit of 
theſe Articles, as if they were preſent .n the City. 
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Agreement touching the Rendition 
of the Citie of York. 


1 Y He Generals of the Armies have treated as 


Generals in reference only to themſelves and 
their Souldiers, and was not intended to in- 
trench upoh any Ordinance of Parliament , bur all 
all ſuch perſons andeſtatesas were ſubje to Sequeſt- 
rations, mighr ſtill beliable and ſubje& thereto, not- 
withſtanding any Generall wordsin the Articles. 

And thus theſe Generals doe declare under their 
hands, and the Commiſſioners of the Treaty doe de- 
clare, That they did ſeverall times during the Trea- 
ty expreſle to the other commiſſioners, that they had 
no order to. meddle with any Ordinance of Parlia- 
ment, or togoe furtherthenthe bounds of the army ,
